I 
was hit on the 16th inst., and receiv- 
ed shrapnel wounds in hip, thigh and 
knee. I have already been under the 
X-Ray twice, but the pictures of the 
knee did not disclose any foreign

yet the knee is my most painful 
wound. It is about the size of a 
football, and there is a gaping 


wound in it which proves that shraq- 
nel did go in there, but where it is 
now nobody seems to know, and this 
particular case has been before over 
half a dozen physicians and knee 
‘specialists.

{wounds dressed, and received the 
|cheerful(?) information that my body 
would be required on the operating 
table this afternoon, and also that 
no dinner would be given to me at 
noon. 

Well, Chief, I guess I won’t see the 
firing-line again for three or four 
months to come, but. I don’t suppose 
the war will he finished then, do 
you? 

IfI come through the operation 
O.K. this afternoon I shall be ship- 
ped to England in two or three days 
time, but if I am sick at all I shall 
be kept for some time here. I would 
have been sent across thfee or four 
days ago, but the doctor would not 
allow me to be moved because my 
temperature was away up. 

Well, I have been very fortunate 
during the six months I have been at 
the front, and I have had several 
lucky escapes, but I guess I wasn’t 
made to be kiHed by the Germans; 
It is a wonder that J] was not blown 
to kingdom come, on the 16th inst 
though, for I was only about seven 
feet from the spot where the grenade 
exploded; I sure thought my last day 
had come, but I soon realized that 
| was going to live a little longer, 
and I’m just as happy as ever. 

Well, Chief, this is rather a tiring 
job—writing—as I am flat on my 
back and cannot move my _ body 
either way, so I beg you to excuse, 
a short letter.

No living soul of 
our 17,000 men remained. All had 
gone that night. In Cruta_ one hos- 
pital remained almost intact, for we 
were prepared for at least 20 p.c. of 
asualties in which case a certain 
number of surgeons were to remain 
with the wounded. As it was a 
couple of sprained ankles were! all the 
casualties in our Division that night, 
Before dawn the P.G. was well on 
her way to Mudra Bay.

letter From Rev. E. 
W. G. Moore 


Aboard a Transport, 
March 23, 1916 

My dear Mr. Carswell,—Here goes 
for an account of the wind-up of tho 
campaign on the Gallipoli Peninsula, 
shich I promised to send some time 
ago. But I allowed my leave to pass 
and now I’m on my way back to the 
R.- M. Brig. of the R. N. Div., 
where in the isles of Greece. 

No doubt there is general disap- 
pointment about the campaign in the 
Gallipoli Peninsula not achieving its 
object. But there ean be nothing but 
thankfulness and’ jubilation at the 
wonderful way in which the evacua- 
tions were earried out. Their success 
executed the most sanguine expecta- 
tions. So many accounts have been 
written of these evacuations, that all 

can do is to narrate one’s own ex- 
periences. These in connection with 
the evacuation from the Cape Hilles 
nd of the Pen. 

Soon after the news of the success- 
‘ful withdrawal from Suvla and An- 
zac; which we heard about on Decem- 
ber 20 we, i.e., the 8th Army Corps, 
‘gut a communication from the G.O. 
‘C. (General Davies) telling us that 
we were to hold on. This set the 
wiscacres thinking and a few whisp- 
ered that this was the first intima- 
tion of our withdrawal. Then soon 
after Christmas we were officially

Army Corps. This was good news, 
‘hut we did not envy the 9th Corps, 
Meanwhile horses and mules and 
some stores were being sent off every 
| night. And further the French troops 
‘were being embarkedf The first to go 


were their Senegalese troops. Fine 
cheerful fellows they are, but quite 
unused to the cold weather of which 
we had a sample in November. Be- 
ore Christmas Day the R. N. Divi- 
sion had left their old camp and sec- 
tor near the centre of the line and 
had taken over the French camp. We 
occupied the ‘‘dug outs’? evacuated 
by the Seneyalese, and known as 
Caesar's Camp. This was onthe ex- 
treme right of the line overlooking 
North Bay. Then as the French were 
‘embarked our fellows took over the 
‘entire French sector: All this took 
place rather over a fortnight before 
our evacuation, hotel it was not 
known that we were to. be with- 
drawn. Meanwhile, going to the fir- 
ing line we got used to such names 
as the Rue de Constantinople and the 
Rue du Paris the former being the 
main “up,’’ the latter the main 
‘down communication trench. 

By December 30th things were de- 
veluping, for orders came that all 
kits were to be packed and left in 
Rest Camp preparatory to being 
taken to the beach; while our camp 
kitchens were taken to the beach 
that night. So we only possessed 
what things we could carry on our 
backs and cooking was once again 
limited to primitive means. By New 
Year's Day more of the French were 
“off” the Pen. Their sector on the 
extreme right was therefore entirely 
in our hands, though some of their 
famous ‘‘S57’’ guns remained to assist 
us. The ILR.N. Brig. with whom 1 
lived occupied for the final week the 
extreme right of this sector. It was 
n wonderful spot. It is known as the 
Kerives Dere. A steep gorge through 
which a tiny stream runs till its 
waters lose themselves in the Dard- 
anelles sums up the position. The 
Turks oceupied the far ridge. We 
occupied the near ridge and both sides 
of the gulley. The scene was most 
picturesque. The blue waters of the 
Dardanelles fringed our right limit, 
while beyond rose in full view the 
hills of the Asiatic coast. The french 
foreign legion gained the position 
last August after some fierce fighting 
Sinee then it has been one of the 
quietest spots on the line and earned 
for itself the title, ‘‘Place de repose”’ 
‘Now, any night our fellows expected 
to be relieved. But the days went by 
without any definite orders about. re- 
lief. Thus this was atime of great 
strain and suspense to all. However, 
there was plenty doing at the 
trenches every night. In fact the en 
tire Ist and 2nd Division (Hast 
lanes.) were embarked before the last 
week. But in) the firing line every 
yarn-except an official order is no 
more reliable than “hot air,’’ so our 
fellows just lived in hope. One solid 
fact. there was, viz., that new 
troops, about 5,000 in all had actu- 
ally landed, for they had been seen. 
They were the Vanguard of the 9th 
Corps was the rumor set afloat. 'Any- 
way on January 5th our R.N.D. sent 
off a few sick and detadls. The Chap- 
lains were supposed to embark with 
them. However, sympathetic — sur- 
geons attached three of us as stretch 
er bearers with them, so we stayed 
in that capacity. On January 7th the 
Turks bombarded heavily the centre 
of the line. Then they attacked. Cur- 
iously enough they attacked the 
furest Croats The result was bad for 
the Turks.

THE STANLEY CHARGES

fluence over the large Moslem popu. 
lation living on both sides of the 
British-Portuguese border near Lake 
Nyasa: “The h<’y war now is through: 
out the whole world. In Egypt holy 
war, Morocco, Tunis, Algiers, Tripoli, 
Afghanistan, Baluchistan, and Persia, 
half of the country of India, Soudan 
the Nubians’ country; in fact, every: 
where there is holy war. The enemy 
everywhere is defeated. The Turks 
have sunk many English and French 
men-of-war. In Morocco the French 
are completely cleared out. In Persia 
our Russian enemies and the English 
have been driven out. In Afghanistan 
and Baluchistan the English have run 
away. The askari of holy war are in 
the Punjab and in India. The Ger. 
mans and Austrians have everywhere 
defeated the French, Russians, and 
English. French and Russians are 
practically fallen and the English not 
quite yet, but many of their soldiers 
are killed outright, very :nany of their 
battleships are sunk. 
Mohammedans are knowing when 
they die. Furthermore, they are dying 
for God. He has seen their flag of 
holy war with His own eyes. (Signed)

“MAHANISM” MUST WIN 


Britain to-day does not stand alone; 
she is in alliante with three of the 
greatest sea powers of Europe, who 
are also among its greatest commer- 
cial powers, and then in the far Pacific 
there is Japan.

New Aeroplane Invention
